New Proposal 
Suggested for 
Ending 'Days' 

WASaiNQTON. Oct. 31 tUJl^— The 
naUon's poultry men today renewed 
their request that President Tru- 
man's food committee scrap poulUy- 
less Thursdays. They proposed In- 
stead & new subsUtute progTom by 
which this Industry would save 
30,000.000 bushels of grain for Eu< 
rope by April I. 

The poultiymen's offer was sent to 
Charles Luckman. who last night 
turned down their first sub- 
sUtute proposal for ending chlckcn- 
less and turkcy-lcas days on 
grounds that It was not specific 
enough. 



Luckman said he still was open 
to the quesUon of eliminating such 
days, however. If the growers and 
feed manufacturers could show him 
their plan would save more grain 
than the present program. 

The poultrymen said their new 
program would: 

1. Save 1.000,000 bushels of grain 
by reducing the number of broilers 
to 75 per cent of the 1M8 level. 

3. Save (1,000 bushels of grain by 
trimming the naUon's egg-lay trig 
flocks by 30,000,000 birds.

1. Save 4,000,000 bushels of grain 
by stripping feed conservation pro- 
gram. Including elimination of bet- 
ter grade wheat In feed.

Reports Show 
U. S. Business 
Boom Staying 

WASHINGTON, Oct 31 (UJD — 
The naUon's business continued to 
boom during September, the com- 
merce department reported today. 

FaU buying for cooler weather 
and school tKwetcd sales In the 
soft goods lines which led the 
parade. 

But, With everything else, pricca 
were higher. The wholesale com- 
modity Index was six per cent over 
the level of April- July, 

Personal Income also was higher, 
however, and reached on annual 
rate of tlM ,000.000.000 during Aug- 
ust, This compares with the average 
lor the first six months of tlBl.- 
000,000,000. 

Corporation returns also gave 
evidence that corporate profits of 
the tint six months of this year 
will top the rate hit In the final 
quarter of last year. 

Corporate profits before taxes In 
the first half of this year will be 
from 138.000,000.000 to $30,000,000,000, 
the department said, while profits 
after taxes will be about $l7/)00, 
000,000. 

Only the amount of lorelgn trade 
showed a downward trend. "The 
value ol exports excluding materials 
and supplies distributed by the 
army overseas, fell tn July and 
August by about one-sixth below the 
peak reached In May.

'Slot' Tax Okayed 
On Coin 'Boards' 

BOISE. Oct. 31 M^An attorney 
general's opinion held that coin- 
operated punch board are taxable 
as slot machines, the devices meet- 
ing the definition of "coin operated 
devices" adopted by the sute legis- 
lature. 

The opinion yesterday, written by 
Robert Smylle, asslsUnt attorney 
general, said It "is possibly a punch 
board within the meaning of chapter 
339 session laws of 1017 (punch 
board law) and therefore liable for 
payment of the tax therein Im- 
osed." 

The opinion concluded that "we 
assume, however, without deciding, 
that the applicability of the local 
license slot machine act to devices 
of this character may serve to re- 
move tha device from the' taxing 
provisions of chapter 330 (punch- 
board law).

and turned over on its back.

Flood Control 
May Be Gted 
For Dam Rift 

WASHINOTON, Oct 31 OP) — 
Possible flood control benefits from 
the proposed Palisades dam In 
eastern Idaho may lorm the basis 
of a new proposal to Idaho water 
users facing lou of their water. 

Replying. to a requMt by Senator 
Dworshi^jF, It, Ida.; for a ttptat 
cn the amiatloo, wmum E. Wame. 
assistant Interior secretaiy. tald 
conferences have been held between 
representaUves of the oorpi of engl' 
necrs and R. J. Newell, regional 
redamatlon director at Boise. 

He added that earl; In November. 
Newell expecU to oubmlt a- recom- 
mendation to the reclamation com- 
missioner on the cost of allooatlons 
for tho Palisades project to flood 
control, Irrigation and power, to- 
gether with the amount to bo repaid 
by tho Irrigators, 

In his letter, mode pubUo 
Dworshak's office today. Wame 
said; 

'Prom these recommendations. Mr, 
Newell will evolve an approach to 
a compromise that wUI bs presented 
to tho water users. This compromise 
wlU necessarily be rcUtcd to tho 
price of water rdeased from Pal- 
isades dam. the disposition of the 
storage space reeervcd In American 
falls reservoir for the development 
of new hinds, and what new land 
Is to be Irrigated under the pm- 

Wame said fidd surveys will be 
completed Nov. 1 on the land 
classification of the north side ex- 
tension of the Minidoka project 
(the proposed new development) and 
promised that NeweU wUl complete 
the feasibility report on this pro- 
ject "with all the dispatch poeslble." 

He said unexpended funds to the 
credit of the Minidoka project are 
available for precons true Hon work 
on the north side extension. He 
added that precons true tlon funds 
ore available for the Palisades pro- 
ject and construction will bo InlU- 
ated as soon as tho water dispute 
l3 settled.

HELPING EUROPE 
Alter twice odjustlnit their Bights to ac- 
commodate Amcrlcnn suKRCstlon. 16 "west- 
ern" European nations ulc the New World 
tor 522,400,000,000 In the comlnK four years. 
The United States la a^kcd to provide $16,- 
-810.000,000. 



This Is the anwer of Epitope, excluding 
the Soviet bloc which, as usual, refused to 
co-operate, to the question propounded by 
Secretary of State Marshall: 

If you could get It. how much would you 
need to repair the worst ravages ol war, 
avoid economic collapse, and get back to 
•where you could aupport yourselves by your 
own production? 

The 16 countries, plus western Germany, 
have answered. In effect: 

"II you win lot us have $23r400,000,000 from 
1048 through 1051 we wilt work lllie beavers. 
Wo win try to get our farms, our mines, our 
iactorles producing faster than they were In 
1938. We will rehabilitate our railroads, re- 
place our sunk shipping. 

"We win take for our own use only what 
Is absolutely necesaary. But the end of 1951 
we atlll win be so short that we shall have 
to ration. But we believe that, by then, with 
rationing, we shan be able to live on our 
own production plus what we can pay for 
with the Income from exports." 

There Is a specific onawer to a fair ques- 
tion. No layman knows whether the answer 
Is accurate. WUl $22,400,000,000 be enough? 
Would less do the Job. Can Europe become 
even relatively sclt-aufflclng by the end of 
1051 on that or any amount we possibly 
could provide? Our best experts will have to 
advise congress on these points. 

We know that war-scarred Europe cannot 
rehablUtate herself without assistance, and 
that only the United States has resources 
sufficient to meet the minimum needs what- 
ever they may prove to be. 

We know that even this rich country can- 
not support Europe permanently. Wo have 
the choice of letting her starve — with the 
Inovltablo result of anarchy and totalitarian- 
ism and World war ni — or of helping her to 
get back onto her own economic feat. If the 
milk of human decency did not' forbid that 
wo see mllllona starve, then self-lntereat 
still would force us to act. 

We know that to help Europe help herself 
will cost us more, temporarily, than merely 
to avert acute starvation. In the long run 
It win cost much leas. For four years, any- 
way. It win cut an average of $4,000,000,000 
a year from the tax reductions for which we 
can hope. 

We know that, though Europe disclaims 
asking for charity and hopes to repay, in 
Xact sho probably never con or will. 

And, finally, we know that Europeans can't 
eat or wear or fabricate dollars. The dollars 
will be bookkeeping credits. Out of our plenty 
and out of our scarcities we are asked to 
squeeze $4,000,000,000 worth of food, raw ma- 
terials, manufactured goods a year tor four 
years. 

Is this a high price? Is It too much? Ask 
the men who fought World war n. Ask the 
parents of thoao who never came back. They 
ought to know. 



AGREEMENT AT LAST 
After more than two years of the United 
Nations' existence. Its two most powerful 
members have found a point on which they 
can agree. This la a sad commentary on the 
state of International relations, to be sure. 
Nevertheless, there Is real cause for rejoic- 
ing in the general unanimity of American and 
Russian official opinion on the future of Pal- 
estine. 

Rather, there are two causes. The UN Pal- 
estine commission's recommendation of par- 
tition seems to bo the most Just solution of 
the tragic problem of Europe's homeless, 
long-sulfcrlng Jews. And the Soviet-Ameri- 
can agreement Is particularly encouraging, 
since there seemed to bo many reasons why 
It might not come oil. 

There arc, of course, many difficult details 
to be worked out before the creation of a 
Jewish national state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of democratic 
and communistic interests will reappear In 
future discussions. But as of now, the So- 
viet government has come into line with ma- 
jority opinion in a commendable, if untypical, 
manner. 

The Russian decision seems Just and hu- 
mane. Future events may cause a reversal of 
that opinion. But only those Inclined to 
hate automatically every decision of the 
krcmlln can find reason to complain In this 
' Instance. 

There was danger of serious trouble If the 
Russians had espoused the Arab cause. Back- 
ed by the might of the Soviet union, the 
Arab states might have opposed any UN at- 
tempt to enforce partition with military ac- 
tion. A possible outcome might have been 
that the United States and Britain would 

■ bave been driven out of the near east. 
_ Aa things stand now, any such danger Is 
iwnote. With the great powers ranged against 

_ _themf Oie Arab states can scarcely make a 
. ttlUtury'lfiue bl the eventnal decision. Buch 
an odtcome would only seem jrossible It the 
great powers within the UN Isdi utterly to.

DELAY— The people out here. Including thousands 
of cx-OI applicants for land, have begun to ask: "Why 
the delay?" The undertaking has been discussed for 35 
years, and It was first authorised by congress In 1S33. 

Dcfipll« the many politicians' proIlUng from capl- 
tsllrlng on tlie dream project, the delay Is no Indlvl- 
dusIH fault, snve Adolf HlUer^ The war forced post- 
ponement of nil construction except on the great dam, 
which rivals the senseless splnx ol Egypt, the ruins of 
Athens and Home and the i^scmpera of Manhattan. 
It Is an awesome sight, with Its ipitlway diving down 
twice OS deep as Niagara Falls. Simply a look at the 
mingled majesty of man and nature sends honcy- 
mooners away conscious of their marital Insignificance 
and, perhaps, resolved to be sweet to esch other. 

When Coulee was completed In ISU. Its power was 
needed for the network of war idants which crlss- 
cmssed the northwest. In fact, there are those out hero 
who maintain that Uie allies. Including Stalin, could 
not have won the war without the vast store of energy 
generated at this "eighth wonder ol the world." 

XRONT— Tho early story and present chapter of tho 
proposed Irrigation program Is tinged with historic 
Irony. When northwestern representaUves at Wash- 
ington pres.icd for euthorluUon and appropriations In 
the early thirties, consrcselonal halls echoed with 
parliamentary cat-calls. Nowhere had the depression 
struck with more violent force than In rival farm 
rcBlons. 

Prices In the midwest had slumped disastrously. 
Surpluses were being destroyed— nnd this was before 
the days of- Henry Wallace— nnd com became a fuel 
Instead of a food on cold nights. Fanner* were over- 
turning trucks on tho way to market. In protest 
against selling crops at such ruinous prices. 

"And yet," they growled, "those guys at Washington 
want to bring l.OOO.OOO more acres of competing prod- 
ucts Into production." 

In similar tones, private power people out east com- 
plained over construction ol Coulee and Bonneville 
for production of power. It would mean a siurplua and 
disastrous compeUtlon, they thcusht and said. Now, 
tho great northwest Is handicapped In Its postwar 
growth by an acute shortage of electricity. 

CLAMORING— Today, with the world's hungry 
clamoring for American food, and with domc&tlo 
shortaies threatening even higher prices, the produce 
from these potential unde\-elaped seres would be a 
blessing and a solvation. 

For tnatsnce;>lt Is estimated that the annual value 
of future crops nt 1049 prices will be 1100.000.000 with 
a UO0,000,QOO Increase In taxable wealth. The list of 
prospective crops reads like » menu st Delmonlco's, 
Antolne's or at tho Early Birds' club in near-by Spo- 
kane, to wit: Beef, pork, lamb, butter, cheese, milk, 
strawtmrles, raspberries, nspsrugus, sugar beets, small 
grains, alfalfa, teed, field peas, potatoes, onions, 
iquiLsh, pears, peaches, apples, plums. 

"Every Item on the menu," grins a local booster, 
"except coffee nnd brandyl" 

BLAME— It la the SOth congnss which now geta 
the blamo for another threatening delay. The federal 
reclamation bureau asked ttT,5O0,O00 for construction 
during tlic current fiscal year. The budget bureau re- 
duced this figure to n7.500,OO0. 

But cspltol hill Republicans, although they hope to 
convert this country from Its long state of Democratlo 
bin, slashed that amount to tlT ,000,000. Unless this sum 
Is Increased by a nupplcmentnl appropriation of at 
Iwist J15,000,000 nt next wlnlcr'a staslou, nil work on 
the IrrlgaUon phase of this glganUc project will stop 
on Peb. 1. ItHS. Certain Republican Icadem traveling 
through here hnvo promLied that at least this amount 
will be restored. 

Apparently, they didn't know their political aspara- 
gus, onions and applen when they treated the north- 
west's baby like nn orphan. It Is doubtful It President 
Truman would deem It ndvLuble to veto the restora- 
tion, tor reallsntlon of the dream of golden acres 
adjacent to grimy factories Is a non-partisan question 
In this M-tO-or-flght country-.

I believe that waa one of the 
last conferences that waa bad at the 
state dcpartmant and the White 
Bouse.
